About eleven o’clock to-day a band of Indians at- 
tacked a party of citizen herders a short distance below 
this post and drove off about eighty head of mules be- 
longing to the citizens. Within ten minutes ‘after re- 
ceiving the notice of this I had six companies of cavalry 
in the saddle and began a vigorous pursuit, the Indians 
having several miles the start. For twenty miles we 
kept up the pursuit almost at a continuous gallop. As 
the result I report the recapture of every animal taken 
by the Indians and the capture of a portion of the 
stock belonging to the Indians. I suffered no loss in 
men, while the Indians had at least one of their num- 
ber wounded, besides being compelled to abandon 
saddles and other property in their flight. My com- 
mand behaved handsomely, and reached Fort Lincoln 
on its return at eleven o’clock the same night. No por- 
tion of the stock captured by the Indians and recap- 
tured by my command belonged to the government.

Fort Gibson, I. T—A correspondent writing from 
this post April 24, 1874, gives the following account of 
the accident referred to last week, by which several 
lives were lost: ‘‘ A sad accident occurred at this post, 
on Monday the 20th inst., by which five enlisted 
men of Company B, Fifth infant , and Company E, 
Sixth Cavalry, lost their lives. hile crossing the 
Grand river at this post, the water being very high at 
the time, the boat containing the party, which was at- 
tached tothe stay by a rope, became unmanageable, 
and filling with water, precipitated the party, together 
with a six-mule team, into the water. Most of the men 
were excellent swimmers, but owing to the great 
rapidity of the current at this time and the extreme 
coldness of the water, although every effort was made 
to save them but seven out of the party were rescued, 
and they, by clinging to the boat, until borne on by 
the current, it had reached the junction with the 
Arkansas. This melancholy affair caused a deep gloom 
to settle upon both officers and men of this com- 
mand, by whom every effort was made for the re- 
covery of the bodies, but the water still continuing 
to rise, none have as yet been found.”

July, 1869, to July, 1872, this regiment was constantly 
on duty in Arizona, and I am certain that the record of 
its services in that Territory will show that it well de- 
serves the motto of ‘Second to None.’ ‘Cum Tux’ ap- 
pears to be considerably exercised on the road building 
question, and on that point I should like to know in 
what particular the Twenty-third has done more than the 
Twenty-first. I can state three roads thatwere built by this 
regiment, and I am of the opinion that if the Twenty- 
third does as well, the roads in Arizona will soon 
be excellent. The roads to which I refer are the Verde 
Road, from Fort Whipple to Camp Verde, The New 
Road, from Prescott to Camp McDowell, and the road 
over the Pinal Mountains, from Camp Pinal to Flor- 
ence. Besides, the Twenty-first Infantry has done In- 
dian fighting not only in Arizona, but also here; wit- 
ness the Modoc War, in which I am sure the dear old 
One-and-twentieth showed the most indomitable pluck 
and perseverance. I do not intend to_cast any reflec- 
tion on the Twenty-third Infantry. I know them to 
be a gallant "lot of men, but I deem it essential that 
the merits of a regiment which in discipline, gallantry, 
and cheerful endurance of every hardship cannot 

surpassed, should also be made known. There are at 
the present time six companies of this regiment who 
are stationed in the most remote and di ble posts 
on this coast, viz., Companies A, D, E, F, Gand H; and 
I am positive that most of the men in those companies 
would prefer Arizona—bad as that Territory is—to be- 
ing snowed up for months, sometimes without a mail 
for weeks together.”

Mr. Ewing met Captain Hamilton at San Carlos as he 
was coming in from the scout alluded to. Captain 
Hamilton, after replenishing his supply of rations, was 
to resume his work in the mountains. ~ Bache, Reilly, 
and Eckerson were absent with their commands, and 
Schuyler was to start out again not later than the 15th. 
A telegram from Lieutenant Babcock, Fifth Cavalry, 
in camp on San Carlos, April 8, received by way of 
Tucson late last night, says that Lieutenant Bache had 
just sent in the prisoners taken by him in his recent 
fights, in which"the whole of Juan-Clishe’s band was 
killed or captured. The prisoners number 176, com- 
rising 41 warriors and 185 women and children. Not 
included in this enumeration is the chief, Juan Clishe 
himself, and some of his warriors, now with Bache 
and Reilly, who are very anxious for an interview with 
Cochinay.

Schuyler was scouting Santa Teresa Moun- 
tains with a good prospect of striking Captain Chi- 
quito, Eskinila, Eskiwina, and Eskiminzin, whose 
bands are in that section.

our picket line-with great determination and 
5 ay ‘one of the. pickets,-composed of one officer 
(Ensign ‘Kamenetzky), and five Cossacks, sword in 
hand, threw himself forward against an approaching 
mass of Toorkomans, and was completely cut to pieces, 
Two companies of the Third battalion of sharpshoot- 
ers, two of the Eighth battalion of the live, and two 
battery guns (Gatling’s), were ordered forward to 
drive away these bands of Toorkomans. The road we 
had to follow was very difficult, even for infantry and 
cavalry, as at every step we had to cross wide ditches, 
dug for irrigation, which have abrupt sides; for artil- 
lery the road would have been impassable. Our light 
battery guns went on this road with perfect ease, the 
ammunition pack-horses alone, giving us some trouble. 
When we stopped, a line of sharpshooters.and battery 

ns was formed along one of these ditches. 

First, I had to find out the range; for this purpose I 
fired three cartridges, changing each time the height 
of the sight. The distance found was between the 
limits of 1,050 and 1,170 yards. Then I laid down 
both guns, aiming one at a large band of Toorkomans, 
and the other at another band formed not ‘far from the 
first. Opening at the first band, 1 made rapidly twen- 
ty-five. rounds; the band immediately: dispersed itself, 
part of the men having‘joined the second band. Open- 
ing from’ the second gun I made ‘fifiy rounds without 
interruption; the second band dispersed at once, the 
men betook themselves to the broken ground, and dis- 
appeared behind some hills and in the irrigation 
ditches. Several times the enemy, collecting in masses 
of some strength, moved against us, but was each time 
driven -back by our fire; thus I had several opportuni- 
ties of firing a succession of twenty-five or fifty rounds, 
the directions of guns and their elevations varying 
somewhat, according to the. circumstances. In the 
whole, the battery guns fired that day 408 cartridges. 
The guns were permitted a very slight side. motion. 
The ground was of clay, covered with scant vegeta 
tion, ‘the fall of the bullets on such ground and 
their ricochets were easily seen from the battery, even 
at a distance of 1,170 yards. 


. . June 15-27, a general order was given to 
move forward, early next morning, leaving all trains 
and baggage behind. As to this train and baggage, 
they received the order to remain on the same spot 
(Illiake), and at the break of the next day to form a 
wagenburg,* under the guard of two companies of 
the Fourth battalion of sharpshooters, two battery 
guns, and a few men of each command sent back to 
take care of their respective baggage wagons. 

At the nightfall it was ascertained that in the vicinity 
of our.camp the enemy had congregated in large num- 
ers. Soon after midnight there was an alert, when 
all the troops took up arms—but it proved to be 
without. consequence. Apprehending a night attack, 
and considering that the wagons are much scattered 
about, it was ordered to collect all the wagons at once, 
without waiting for the breaking of the day. These 
being collected, the formation of the wagenburg began. 
The left. side and part of the front side of the square 
were well lined with wagons put close one to another. 
A company of sharpshooters of the Fourth battalion, 
occupied that line, the men either getting on top of 
the wagons or sitting under them on the ground. The 
enemy. being expected chiefly from the right, I put my 
two guns in the corner formed by the front and right 
sides of the square The right:side and rear having as 

et no. wagors in line, and being somewhat protected 
by shallow ditches, were guarded; first, by miscella- 
neous men of different commands taking charge of 
their wagons, officers’ servants, sutlers, etc., all armed 
with pistols, revolvers, sporting-guns, etc.; second, by 
a platoon of sharpshooters laying on the ground. 

At 8 o’clock the attack-of Toorkomans commenced 
. . . (follows the description of the fight of the other 
troops). ... 

At the first howls of the attacking enemy, I has- 
tened to form a cover for my guns. I put on the right 
wing tea privates of Soorja and Daguestau, who were 
in the train guarding their wagons; on the left, fifteen 
sharpshooters and twelve men of my battery guns 
command, with whom I could dispense for the pre- 
sent; these men were also armed with rifles. Leaving 
thus with the battery guns only the most indispensable 
men to assist in firing, I took myself the crank-handle 
of the first gun, invited Captain Cachouriu (Cossar) to 
take the handle of the other gun, and enjoined on all 
my group not to commence the fire before the word of 
command was given. 

The guns formed an obtuse angle one with another, 
as it was necessary to direct them to the precise spot 
where the shoutings of the enemy were heard, and 
whénce they were approaching us. 
We had not long to wait. The cries of the Toorko- 
mané, who succeeded in breaking through the lines of 
our detachment and turning their flanks, suddenly 
rose from all sides and became deafening. Though it 
was dark, we perceived in front of us.the galloping 
masses Of the enemy with uplifted g‘ittering swords. 
When they approached us to about twenty paces, I 
shotted the command to “fire.” This was followed 
by ‘a salvo of all the men forming the cover, ands 
continuous simultaneous rattle of the two battery 
ns. In this roar, the cries of the enemy at once 
ecame weak, and then ceased altogether, vanishin 
as rapidly as they rose. The firing at once stopped, 
and as no enemy was visible before us, I ventured to 
get a look at the surrounding grounds, availing myself 
of the first lights of dawn. 
About 200 paces to the right of our square stood the 
Eighth battalion of the line. Between it and us no 
enemy was to be seen, but at every step lay prostrated 
the dead bodies of the Gomoods, their hats being 
pushed up to their eyes. 1 saw no wounded—they 
were probably all carried away according to the usual 
Toorkoman warfare... .

THE PACIFIC STEAM NAVIGATION COMPANY. 


The principal commercial feature of this port is the 
" ic Steam Navigation Company.” This company 
was organized in the year 1840, and commenced opera- 
ting on this coast with two steamers. At the present 
time, including those building, their list contains sixty 
iron steamers, and even this number is not sufficient to 
carry all their freights, requiring them frequently to 
charter large ocean steamers to carry extra freights 
from Liverpool to this coast. Since the commence- 
ment of the present year, a weekly line has been 
inaugurated between Liverpool and Callao, and so per- 
fect is the management, that the steamers sail from here 
every Thursday, with the greatest regularity. 

The steamers composing this line are fine specimeris of 
naval architecture, of from 3,200 to 3,500 tons, and 500 
to 600 horse-power. The number of vessels of this 
class is nineteen (19), and two (2) of the same class are 
building. Their engines are of the compound system. 
These steamers will compare favorably with any ves- 
sels entering the port of New York. The trip from 

"Li to Callao, is made in forty-four days. This 
line is known as the “‘ Straits Line of the P. 8. Nav. Co.,” 
and was organized in the year 1869, as a monthly line. 
The company-runs a line of steamers from Callao to 
Valparaiso, semi-weekly, touching at twenty-three ports. 
Notwithstanding the fog: and the great number of ports, 
they succeed in carrying out their schedule time with 
great regularity. Between Callao and Panama, the 
number of trips has been increased to four per 
month. The steamers of this line touch at Payta, 
Peru, and Guayaquil, Ecuador. The steamers connect 
with the steamers of the Pacific Mail Company from 
New York and San Francisco, as well as with the 
various French, English and German steamers plying 

Isthmus and Europe. 

Besides the regular lines of mail steamers above men- 
tioned, the company runs many intermediate steamers 
up and down the Peruvian coast, both to the northward 
and southward of Callao, ab:orbing to a very great ex- 
tent the trade previously carried on by coasters. 


OTHER LINES. 


The French line, ‘‘ Compagnie Général Transatlan- 
tique,” have a line of steamers which make semi-monthly 
trips between Valparaiso and Panama, touching at 
Callao for freight and passengers. They connect at the 
Isthmus with the French steamers of the came line, 
which runs between Aspinwall and St. Nazaire. 

The ‘‘ White Star” line of Liverpool, England, have 
os mg a monthly line between Liverpool and 

allao. 

A monthly line of steamers has been established 
between one of the North German ports and Callao. 

The European steamers all stop at Valparaiso, Rio de 
Janeiro, and Lisbon, and on stated trips also touch at 
various other advertised ports.

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THE ARMY EXPLORATIONS. 


OR more than half a century the Government has 

been in the habit of sending out Expeditions to 
explore the Western country, and though not 
planned on any general system they accomplished an 
excellent work. Most of them and we believe all of 
them were organized on the basis either of a general 
exploring expedition, or of a topographical survey, 
and formerly they were always made under the 
direction of the War Department. In the course of 
time a series of impoitant mining communities 
became established on teritory which remained under 
Congressional government, and it became of great 
mportance to have geological and topographical 
features of those regions determined by scientific 
specialists. A survey was accordingly organized 
under Mr. Cranenxce Kuno, formerly of the Cali- 
fornia Survey, and another of related, but more 
general character, was placed in charge of Mr. F. V. 
Haypen, also a geologist. About the same time the 
well known survey of Lieutenant G. M. WHEELER, 
Corps of Engineers, the especial object of which was 
topographical work, began its extended operations. 
Lastly, Major Powett made reconnoissances in the 
great canons of the Colorado which have been latterly 
extended to other parts of the Southern Territories. 
These four expeditions still maintain their organiza- 
tion and are preparing to re-enter the field. Unfor- 
tunately they do not all do so under the happiest 
auspices. Misunderstandings have arisen and an 
antagonism is exhibited on the part of at least one 
leader which is to be deplored. We would gladly 
pass the quarrel over, hoping that better counsels 
might prevail, but that seems improbable, and as we

Quartermaster’s Department and a small grant ffom 
Congress to pay for printing his reports. He is a 
born explorer, and with a modest personal opinion 
of his scientific attainments he has won the hearty 
respect of scientific men, who to our knowledge bear 
frequent testimony to the value of his work and 
welcome him as a worthy member of their guild. 

It is among the remaining parties that the diff- 
culty has arisen. We have pointed out that two 
general classes of expeditions are now organized, ons 
military, the other civilian. If the hostile lines 
coincided with these divisions it might well be 
thought that there was some difficulty, inherent to 
the difference in class which prevented harmonious 
work. But this is not true. On one side stands Mr- 
HayYDEN, on the other Lieutenant WHeeier and Mr 
Kina, the latter gentleman being in perfect accord 
with the Engineer Corps. Evidently the difficulty is 
a personal one, and it is reported to be due to Mr. 
HayrpEn’s desire to be the grand expeditionary 
leader of the United States Government, and to have 
the principal if not the sole control of the new work 
of exploration. That such a result will ever be 
reached is in the last degree improbable, and hardly 
worth discussing were it not for the fact that the 
question involves the consideration of what functions 
are proper to the Engineer Corps. 

That body is actively engaged in works of engi- 
neering construction all over the country, a task 
which among other things presents the grandest 
problems of hydraulic engineering offered in any 
civilized country. Its members necessarily become 
specialists and the question is whether they cannot 
include geological and similar workin their field. It 
seems hardly doubtful that, provided the Corps can do 
this work properly, it will be advantageous to the 
country to add this to its other labors. It is in fact 
a choice between giving desultory employment to 
such civilians as can gain the ear of Cungress, or 
forming a continuous service of civilian scientific 
men, or committing the whole charge to the Engi- 
neer Corps. Let us look at Mr. Harprn’s work and 
see what part of it is beyond the capacity of an army 
officer. 

That gentleman last year issued his sixth“annual 
report. His expedition was divided into a number 
of parties whose field of operations lay partly in 
Utah and Colorado, both well trodden ground, and 
partly in the region north of those Territories. Its 
main work was the examination of the Teton range 
and the Yellowstone Park, and the repoit contains 
very interesting accounts of the work done there- 
With a few exceptions, which we shall shortly notice, 
there is nothing in this report which could not have 
been produced by Army officers with a fair amount 
of training. In no respect is the work remarkable. 
We have heard its geology pronounced rather “ thin” 
by men who ought to know, but of that we do not 
pretend to judge. In Mr. Krxe’s annual report for 
the same year (1878), the reported discoveries of 
Haypen are combatted in two instances. So much 
of Mr. Krxe’s word as has been published is indubi- 
tably of a very much higher order than that of his 
rival, and from this fact we should judge that Mr, 
Hayrpen does not possess exclusive abilities for 
carrying out this work. 

We have hinted that there are parts of Mr. Hay- 
DEN’s report which no army officer that we know of 
could have prepared, and that fact brings up the 
mode in which geological surveys arc conducted. 
There are in this country a few gentlemen whose 
names appear in connection with almost evcry sur- 
vey that is made. Such men as MEEK, LEsQuEREUXx 
and NEWBERRY are specialists whose knowledge of 
certain divisions of natural science is the product of 
special aptitude and long study. When a survey is 
organized, these gentlemen and a few others are en- 
gaged to take charge of certain parts of the report, 
so that some parts of the results attained are summed 
up by men who do not take the field at all. Mr. 
HarpEn has engaged the three gentlemen named 
above, besides Professora Porter, Lemmy, Oore, 
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‘2 “zomas, and others, to unite four out of the five 


volumes of his final report, the remaining volume 
being his own. Some of these gentlemen were in 
the field for a short time in connection with the sur- 
vey, but their labors consist in summing up the un- 
published results of recent exploration; the least 
part of which may be due to Mr. Haypen’s personal 
work, This is entirely proper, but it is also a work 
of organization, which is entirely within the scope 
of the Engineer Corps. 

We have avoided the personal discussion of Mr. 
HaYpDeEn’s merits, about which a great deal is just 
now said. The question really is not whether one 
man is competent, but whether the conduct of this 
kind of work should be taken from that department, 
which has carried it on with credit for more than 
half a century. A great many of our geologists have 
performed their first conspicuous work in connection 
with the Envineer Corps, and most of them speak 
well of the leaders under whom they served. It is 
quite possible that the late surveys have been made 
with such rapidity as to exclude good geological 
work, but that isan error of detail which can be 
remedied. Ifthe work were entirely committed to 
the Engineer Corps, instead of being conducted by 
strictly rival parties, it would gain in symmetry and 
usefulness. An effort was made to effect some such 
consolidation by the introduction of a bill in Con- 
gress, but we believe it met with opposition. Prob- 
ably the best solution is to have the required work 
laid out by a board composed of a representative 
from tlie Engineer Corps, another from the scientific 
service of the Government, and another scientific 
man from civil life. A debating society is said to be 
a bad leader for an army, but it can certainly lay out 
the ground for operations when no enemy is in the 
field. 

This year the four expeditions will take the field 
as individuals, and there will probably be some need- 
less clashing. But we hope that another season 
will see a better state of things. The country, as 
far as we can estimate its feeling, is very much in- 
terested in the work, but it knows little of and cares 
less for the persons engaged init. It would regret to 
see the labor hindered, and would acquiesce in any 
mode of making permanent the exploration of our 
Western territory. For our own part, we believe no 
person or organization can come forward as the re- 
sponsible manager of these surveys with so much 
propriety asthe Engineer Corps, especially when 
civilians of acknowledged ability co-operate with it. 








Ir the members of the Army of the Potomac 
are not well provided for at Harrisburg this 
coming week, it certainly will not be the fault of the 
committee having the matter in charge. They are 
exerting themselves in every way to make the occa- 
sion a success, and have the hearty co-operation of 
Governor HarTRANFT, as well as of the citizens of 
Harrisburg, who declare that as the Army of the 
Potomac once saved Harrisburg, they mean to im- 
prove the occasion to testify their appreciation of the 
service. The Chairman of the Executive Committee 
writes us that they “have fixed an hour and place 
for the meeting of each corps, have invited one 
hundred and fifty distinguished officers as their guests, 
a large number of whom have accepted, and who 
will be distributed as far as practicable among. the 
citizens at private houses. The meeting of the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac will be in the 
Opera House; the banquet at the Lochiel Hotel. 
The head-quarters of the society will be at the 
Lochiel Hotel. Excursion tickets will be issued by 
the Pennsylvania Central and the various railroads 
leading to Harrisburg at two-thirds the regular rates. 
The arrangements are all made,” he concludes, “ in 
regard to the banquet, price of tickets, toasts, who 
are to respond, and the music. We understand, f 
course, that the committee of arrangements here are 
entirely responsible for the success of the meeting, 
and we will endeavor to deserve the confidence 
General McDowE 1 reposes in us.” The committee 
have issued an address to the citizens of Harrisburg, 
signed, A. Witson Norris, chairman, in which they 
say: “Generals Grant, SHERMAN, SHERIDAN, Mo- 
DowE.t, Burnstpz, Hancock, WARREN, Hooger, 
HEINTZELMAN, Siocum, Howarp, and scores of 
otaets, wili be here, and with them will come the 
representatives of that great Potomac army that 
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twice swept its splendid battalions between your 
homes and pillage, once at Antietam and again 
within the borders.of our own State in the memora- 
ble conflict at Gettysburg. In token therefore of your 
gratitude for the brave deeds, let the welcome you 
accord these veterans be generous and hearty, in 
keeping with the dignity of the great State in whose 
capital you live, and with the hospitality for which 
your city is noted.” 

The orator selected for the occasion was Judge 
McCaumont, of Pennsylvania, and the poet, Mr. 
W. O. StoppaRp, who was attached to the White 
House during the war. A telegraph despatch re- 
ceieved as we write this, brings the melancholy in- 
telligence that Gen. McCaLmonr is lying at the point 
of death, and the committee has selected Col. A. W. 
Morzis to fill his place. We trust that later intelli- 
gence will show the case of General McCaumont is 
less critical than his friends suppose, and that the 
society will not be called to mourn the loss of one 
who is equally distinguished as an accomplished 
soldier, an able jurist, and an eloquent orator. 








Tae Third Army Corps Union assembled in 
Newark, May 5, to commemorate the tenth anniver- 
sary of their Association. Among those present 
were Generals McMichael, Burling, Byles, and Min- 
del, of Philadelphia; Generals Tremain, Burns, 
Sharpe, Graham, Ward, and Barnum, of New York; 
Generals Mott, De Hart, Carse, and McAllister, of 
New Jersey; Majors Shreve, of Boston, and Bullard, 
of New York. General Joseph Hooker, who was 
commander of the corps during the war, arrived 
towards evening. After lunch at the Maison Grise, 


the members of the Union assembled in the Common | 


Council chamber at two o’clock, and held a business 
meeting, presided over by General McMichael. The 
proceedings were opened with prayer by the Rev. 
St. John Chambre, after which the annual report of 
the Secretary was read, together with. letters from 
many of the members who were unable to attend. 
The history of the corps, in the preparation of which 
General De Peyster is now engaged, was made the 
subject of some discussion, and it was finally decided 
to appoint a committee to confer with the author, 
and secure an early publication of the work. During 
the afternoon the First Brigade paraded in honor of 
the corps, and was reviewed at Military Park by 
General Mott and the members of the corps. In the 
evening the annual banquet was given at the Maison 
Grise, where the members enjoyed themselves until a 
late hour. The 3rd Corps was first of the Eastern 
Army Corps in the field with its meetings, and is 
behind none of them in the spirit with which it 
maintains its organization. It is decidedly inde- 
pendent, and while the other Corps of the Army of 
the Potomac add their influence to give eclat to 
the annual reunion of the society, the Third Corps 
prefer to steer an independent course. 








MEpicat INsPEcCTOR JonN M. Browne, U.8. Navy, 
has recently been elected President of the State 
Medical Society of California by an almost unanimous 
vote. This is the first time, we believe, that a like 
honor has been conferred on a medical officer of the 
Navy. It is highly creditable to the Navy Medical 
Corps to have such a mark of distinction conferred 
on one.of its members, and while it speaks well for 
the standing of that corps in the estimation of their 
brethren in civil life, it will do much to further 
strengthen the influence for good of its members in 
the service. In selecting Dr. Browne for its Presi- 
dent, the Medical Society of California has honored 
itself as well as him, and both may well be con- 
gratulated on the felicitous event. 

WE publish this week a noteworthy letter by the 
venerable Mr. R. B. Forses, of Boston, on a method 
of providing against such lamentable disasters at 
sea as those which have lately shocked and saddened 
the world. Separate from this letter we give a sy- 
nopsis of the plan proposed by an English Navy 
chaplain for attaining the same end. The merits of 
these plans we do not now propose to consider, and 
only call attention to them in the hope that they will 
lead to discussion of the general subject. It does seem 
as if modern invention ought to relieve us from some 
ot the chances of such terrible destruction of life at 
sea as we are frequently called on to deplore, Mr, 
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Forses says, in a private letter accompanying the 
one explaining his plan : oF : 

“Thave given considerable thought to the plan 
suggested in the paper herewith, and I hope some 
more competent mechanic may act upon it and get 
some advantage out of it, Iam now nearly thrée 
score and ten, and do not care to complete the idea 
and patent it, but I hope to live long enough to see 
it done. The lower hold or lower half of a ship 
should be composed of a complete system of tanks, 
water-tight and air tight, all iron, including deck, 
and packed hatches. Now, the ship is a mere shell, 
and the openings in the untight bulkheads lead to 
mischief, and themany pumping duties of the main 
steam power and of the generally misplaced donkey 
boiler and engine, when the crisis comes, fail to work, 
owing to flooded cocks, coal dust, and various com- 
plicated pipes.” 

An officer of the Sixteenth Infantry telegraphs us 
to say that the paragraph which appeared in the 
JournaL of April 25, in regard to an encounter be- 
tween Captain and Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Rose 
and some of the negro troops of one of the guber- 
natorial aspirants, was “ substantially incorrect.” The 
paragraph in question was, as we were careful to 
state at the time, based ona newspaper despatch. 
We copied the despatch simply as showing the 
moral power of the authority of the United 
States in the case of outbreak, even when there is no 
greater display of force than that made on the occa- 
sion referred to at Little Rock, when one afficer with 
an orderly represented the total of “Federal bayonets.’’ 
It did not occur to us then, nor does it now, that the 
paragraph contained anything that could properly 
be construed as reflecting on any one but the coionel 
of the negro regiment which was so quickly dispersed 
by the accidental firing of a single musket. 

THE latest advices from Little Rock, Ark., announce 
that our army officers stationed there are still exerting 
themselves to preserve the peace between the two fac- 
tions, interposing on various occasions to prevent-a 
collision.

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POINTING HEAVY GUNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Srr: That a more accurate and ready means of point- 
ing heavy guns is desirable, will be admitted by every 
artilleryman. Our present method is clumsy, and 
correct pointing by it, at a moving object, is simply 
impossible. Pointing consists of two distinct opera- 
tions, namely, giving the direction and giving the 
elevation, each of which is attended with a set of diffi- 
culties peculiar to itself. In_ the first operation these 
arise from indistinctness of vision, coarseness of sights, 
the necessity of giving the direction before the eleva- 
tion, and the difficulty experienced by the men, guided 
only by the indefinite commands of the gunner, in 
traversing to the desired position with promptness and 

ision. Most of these difficulties can be overcome 
aps per use of the telescope. _I.am not aware that 
any determined effort has ever been made in this direc- 
tion. I remember some rude attempts of the kind in 
1861, but the necessity of removing the apparatis from 
the gun before firing, and the difficulties attending

ble. The great mistake and cause of every difficulty 
on that occasion, was attaching the pointing apparatus 
to the piece. I would propose an instrument for point- 
ing entirely separate and distinct from the gun; an 
instrument by which two or more guns could be pointed 
simultaneously, and which would overcome.most of 
the difficulties experienced under the present system.

OUR -MILITARY SYSTEM AND ARMY 


REDUCTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sr: In support of the statement that armies in the 
future will be of vast magnitude, as demonstrated by 
recent events on both sides of the Atlantic, I. draw at- 
tention to the recent note, from Count Moltke to the 
German Parliament. He says the present generation 
cannot hope to escape the onerous duties connected 
with the maintenance of large armaments; but 
although he uses these words with reference to the 
German Empire specifically, in asking for a standing 
army of 401,000 rank and file, they of necessity apply 
to Europe generally. Now, as principles which are 
recognized in Europe apply on this side of the At- 
lantic, even more than we are pleased to acknowledge 
to ourselves, may it not be profitable for us to examine 
wherein we are at fault in a matter so nearly concern- 
ing the maintenance of our Government rather than 
treat the subject as a mere matter of dollars and cents, 
as we are so prone to doin exerything, even matters 
pertaining to the individuality of the nation? We are 
like the man who thinks his house secure against robbers 
because he has bought a very fine.gun, which he does 
not know how to use, and for which he has no ammu- 
nition. 

Now a military force is—ist. For the defence of the 
country. 2d. To act as a last resource in the mainte- 
nance of the power of the law. 38d, but far in the 
background, to be asymbol of the power and authority 
of the State. In. a weak. and desultory way we 
acknowledge the necessity for military training, and 
that possibility of use in war is a reason for keeping 
up astanding Army; but, afraid that Army will be- 
come dangerous to the liberties of the people, because 
we believe it to be contrary to the spirit of representa- 
tive institutions, we keep it as small as-possible, and, 
by givirig it too much to do, as well as poorly suipport- 
ing its ‘fighting qualities, also keep it as inefficient as 
possible; and, when we want money, point atit as the 
grand cause of the enormous expense of our Govern- 
ment, and as an aristocratic institution, which is at 
once a popular target in this country and first-rate 
political capital too. History, on the other hand, proves 
to us that wars carried on by professional soldiers are 
always shortest and of course cheapest, and cheapness 
is adesideratum in America. Our very independence 
was ultimately gained because we possessed a small but 
well drilled force of 6,000 regulars. (?) Washington 
insisted on the establishment of a standing Army, 
which thie country has ever found useful in multitudi- 
nous ways, notwithstanding the difficulties constantly 
thrown in its path by those who should be its friends. 
But I am not advocating the creation of a standing 
Army ; it actually exists, and ever must exist, I de- 
sire to draw attention to what appear to be our needs, 
by pointing out wherein we have failed in preventing 
such needs with. our: military force. Have we pro- 
vided them for the defence of the country ? No; be- 
cause we provide a ponderous system of military 
administration, per se, or, as the French call it, ‘‘ in- 
tendance,” which has been tried during our war and 
found inefficient and enormously. - expensive, 
which expense has straitened the Treasury to this day, 
and jeopardised the whole military ‘profession. We 
have also failed for our defence, because.an army of 
80,000 rank and file cannot protect this country alone, 
and we have perfected no wholesome méans of aug: 
menting its strength. in time of. need by instructed 
troops, but trust rather to wrat we may pick up at 
such times both in officers and .nen. 

I have before said that our volunteer system is 4 
pernicious system, and fails to fulfil what is expected 
from it because it is subjected to abuses. by..unprinci- 
pled men. Volunteering is a result of enthusiasm 
generally, and popular enthusiasm is not an element 


-{ of military success, because when the: hardship of a 
‘I soldier’s life meets the enthusiastic volunteer, as it 


certainly does in war, the shock distresses not only 
himself but all his ilk, and. the reaction is as fatal to 
an atiny as to its cause. For proof:one has but to look 
back, a few;years in this country’s history: -In the 
formation of.a volunteer army, too, we leave the selec- 
tion of its officers to the governors of States, and apply 
none of the usual checks or tests resorted to by first- 
class mercantile houses even for the selection of clerks 
and messengers. The governors have not the power 
nor the facilities for applying such tests, and so such 
men as can raise the largest quotas of recruits are com- 
missioned to command -them in battle—barbers, bar- 
keepers, billiard men, gamblers, and the like, in 
many instences, who are popular among the class of 
men we think the best for soldiers; and the impression 
created among thinking people by such men in the 
unifcrm of gentlemen and fofficers casts an odium 0D 
the military profession which is hard to overcome 12 
ace. 

To go higher up in the scale, there is an inordinate 
love of titles and distinction on the part of many 12

The periodical ‘‘craze” regarding the encroach- 
ments and dépredations of the Indian of the Plains is 
a false basis on which alone to build the propor- 
tions of our military establishment; our treatment of 
this race, by elevating them to the dignity of inde- 
pendent nations, and trading with them as such, has 
ed to the commission of wrong by them, and 
thrown upon the Army the onerous duty of foreing 
them to peace, and the expense on the country, of 
such a course. The duties of the Army caused. by 
the Indian are, however, likely to continue for 
years 'to come; but it is not for this, and _ this 


. alone, that the Army exists, as that utilitarian spirit 


of our people would have it. 

Our want is the best application of the principle of 
an armed nation, and the part our Regular Army 
should play is that of instructor; whereas now our 
people know as little of the Army as if it were the Im- 
perial Army of Great Britain; and this is proved by 
the questions propounded to General Sherman while 
before the Military Committee of the House. 

Now, I have spoken of the militia of the States in a 
previous paper, and pointed at it as material from 
which to create the force we need for the augmentation 
of the Regular Army in war. Every citizen of the 
country enjoying the benefits and protection of the 
Government owes to that Government his cordial 
support, in which is included military service or its 
equivalent. This we have even acknowledged from 
time immemorial; and there is also no room for 
doubt that if men are to be of service as soldiers they 
must be instructed, and, above all, disciplined. For 
the American citizen to learn discipline, it should be 
no hardship, because to obey, as a man, is not servility, 
but an application of the Christian doctrine, and the 
most perfectly understood by the educated. For 
military service to fall equally on all, the number of 
men must be proportioned to the State ; but as our 
people are apprehensive of a ‘‘ military despotism,” 
and ‘‘a large standing army inimical to a republic,” as 
well as because adecentralization of resources is pre- 
ferable, it -would appear to be a progressive step in 
this question to organize a National Guard rather than 
levy proportionally on the States for a standing Army. 
Militia, which. means the promiscuous arming of the 

eople, is universally acknowledged to be a useless 

dy for military purposes; while a ‘‘ Prussianization” 
of ourcountry is absurd. The volunteer militia of our 
States, however, partake as much of the nature of the 
** Landwehr” as our country would ‘stand, and by im- 
parting to them a professional character in organiza- 
tion, utilizing the Regulars in their instruction and as 
their standard of excellence, we should soon have to 
hand a valuable assistant. Again, the glories and 
laurels of a regiment become its life; if our National 
Guard regiments possess a history, as they would by 
this means, who should say wseless, as years roll on? 
As these troops are now organized, except in Massa- 
chusetts, where they are regularly ‘‘ mustered in” for 
three years, clothed, armed, and paid when on duty, 
the burden of expense of their maintenance is thrown 
upon the officers, and still the Government claim them 
in necessity.

THE RANK AND FILE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


S1r: Referring to an article headed ‘‘ Rank and File,” 
in the Journat of April 11 last, the remarks of your 
correspondent are decidedly correct, regarding the posi- 
tion of our non-commissioned officers in the Army. 
The difference in pay between a corporal and private, 
and again between corporal and sergeant, is not enough. 
The fact is the pay of the private soldier in our Army is 
toomuch. We had fully as good, if not better men in 
the service when the private’s pay was but eight dollars 
per month, and when the pay of a private in the cavalry 
was made eleven dollars per month, nearly twenty years, 
ago, it was considered an immense addition. ere 

ould be at least four’dollars per month difference 
between the pay of a corporal and that of a private, and 
ten dollars between that of a corporal and a sergeant. 
The pay of a first sergeant should be at least twenty-five 
dollars per month, and the pay of a sergeant-major, 
and regimental quartermaster sergeant should be thirty 
dollars per month, and these men, if fully competent to 
perform the duties of their grades, would earn every 
cent of their pay. The non-commissioned officers of a 
company ought to have a separate mess table, and every 
facility should be given them to keep aloof from the 
privates as much as possible, thereby enhancing their 
authority tenfold—for ‘‘ familiarity breeds contempt” 
is as true in the Army as any other walk in life. 

All of the article referred to, regarding the position 
of a non-commissioned officer, ‘‘ who tries to do his 
duty,” is decidedly, to use the mildest term, highly 
colored, indeed it is excessively high colored. My ex- 
perience in the service has been exactly double that of 
the writer of the article referred to, and in those long 
ors my service has been with all sorts of men, in both 

orse and foot, and I have always known the non-com- 
missioned officers to be sustained in every thing that 
was legal and proper. I have never seen a non-com- 
missioned officer retain his position any length-of time 
worth speaking of, after it was known he was a drunk- 
ard, and I have always known it to be a high recom- 
mendation of a non-commissioned officer to his officers,

The 
fact is that ‘the ‘whole tenor of the communication re- 
ferred to; would lead one to suppose that “‘ X Sabres” 
was some poor disappointed son of Mars, who ought to 
be wearing ‘‘ shoulder straps” instead of “* chevrons,” 
when it would be presumed that. he had education 
enough not to require ‘‘ schooling,” and pay sufficient] 
ample to enable him to keep a private library of his 
own. 

The fact is, Mr. Editor, that enlisted men, as a rule, 
whenever one of them does write an article on the 
interior economy of the service, make such sweeping 
charges as to render the whole thing doubtful, and in- 
variably a slur, either open or covert, thrown upon the 
officers, because it is the perversity of human nature 
that makes them. kick against. the pricks; and I have 
known in my time a man in the ranks who was well 
educated, a fluent speaker and a ready writer, hold forth 
as an Army lawyer by the hour, on the dreadful abuses 
in the service, when the fact was well known, that as a 
soldier he was one of the most worthless, drunken vaga- 
bonds that ever disgraced the uniform. Not that I wish 
to insinuate that ‘‘ X Sabres” is an ‘‘ Army lawyer,” 
although, by his own showing, a worthless character may 
be allowed to wear chevrons in the unfortunate com- 
pany, or companies he has served in. Army people 
will pay no attention to ‘‘ X Sabres” assertions, but our 
friends of the National Guard and citizens generally, 
might think his statements true, which is the reason of 
my writing to refute them.

SUGGESTIONS AS TO SHIPBUILDING. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: Reading the article in yours of the 2nd inst., 
on ‘‘ French Seamanship,” Iam tempted to say a few 
words in regard to the remedies necessary to be ap- 
plied in order to prevent the recurrence of grave acci- 
dents such as have excited so much interest since the 
loss of the Atlantic. I shall not dwell at length on the 
abandonment of the Hurope and®the Amerique, much 
too soon for the credit of their officers, but go at once 
into the remedies. 

It would appear that the lengthening of several ships 
already too long was done during a time when labor 
and. materials were high, and it is not very wonderful 
that such work done at Newcastle should have been 
badly done under those circumstances. If the loss of 
several eminent ships was owing to this, whether well 
done or badly done, I assume that the general system 
of building iron ships needs improvement—improve- 
ment that will add considerably to the cost and very 
much to their stability and safety. A ship, say 400 
feet long, should have her engine room devoted to her 
main propelling power exclusively, and should be cut 
off absolutely from all communication with the boiler 
rooms below the load water line ; in fact, a water-tight 
space comprising only the engines and shaft alley and 
the pumps to keeping this space dry. Before and 
abaft the engine-room the boilers will be placed, con- 
nected only by signals or speaking tubes, with the en- 
gine-room at any point below the water line. These 
spaces, which for the sake of illustration, I call 24 feet 
fore and aft, to have no communication with the coal 
holds at any point below the load water line, and the 
deck, or overhead cover, to be entirely of iron and 
water tight, excepting a shaft or large aperture of iron 
running up to the upper deck for light and ventilation. 
These spaces to be kept clear of water by their own 
donkey engines, always under steam from their own 
boilers, situated where, in case of serious Jeaks, they 
can be operated, and. controlled when the main en- 
gines are at rest, or the fires put out under the main 
boilers. Before abaft the-boiler rooms come the coal 
holds, each containing its moiety of coal for the 
passage ; there should be no communication between 
these and the boiler rooms below the water line, and 
no opening any where except by water tight shafts 
running up to the upper deck, and these should be 
large enough for taking in coal and for ventilation. 
Now, having got the engine room, the boiler rooms, 
and the coal holds, cut off from each otlier like sep- 
arate tanks, by six double bulkheads, and occupy- 
ing about. 120 feet fore and aft, for the depth of the 
lower hold,. I propose to set the mechanical brains 
of your readers to work to complete my general idea 
of the means to feed the furnaces. I propose 
to place in the coal holds two fore and aft bulk- 


apart, running from platform to deck line, and be- 
tween these, hung on axles, a drum or elevator 
moving between these fore and aft bulkheads. This 
drum must be so arranged as to carry round and 
deliver at proper intervals of time the necessary sup- 
ply for the fires ; its motions must be more or less 
intermittent, so as to give the coal shovellers time 
to throw into one of the spaces a barrel more or less 


of coal, and the stokers in the boiler room time to 


open the elevator bucket and dump the coal coming 
round into the conductor leading to the boiler room. 
The drum or elevator, of course, carries the coal up 
above the usual water line and drops it into the 
shute as wanted. Hand-power for occasional use 
must be provided to turn the drum; but, in general, 
revolyed by power from little engines

Perhaps the best arrangement would be to keep up a 
slow motion of the drum, and let the contents of 
buckets be tae into a receiver to contain a ton or 
two of coal from which the stokers can take it.as 
wanted. I also suggest some way of damping the coal 
on its way so as to keep down. dust.

Present, Messrs. Church, Shaler, Gildersleeve, McMahon, 
Woodward, Wingate, Molineux, Smith, Camp, Story and 
Casey ; Colonel Church in the chair. The Treasurer, Gene- 
ral McMahon, presented a detailed report, showing the 
total receipts to have been $1,846.69 since February 1, as 
follows :

There is due from the city the amount appropriated by 
the Board of Supervisors, viz., $5,000, and from the State 
$7,500, just appropriated in the supply bill. This, with 
amounts due for membership, makes a total of about $13,- 
000, against which there are liabilities amounting to over 
$5,000. 

Communications were received from Colonel Clark, of the 
Seventh regiment, and Major Partridge, of the Twenty- 
third regiment, suggesting improvements in the regula- 
tions governing the matches at Creedmoor. They were re- 
ferred to the Range Committee, as also applications from 
the Seventh and Sixty-ninth regiments, for plots of ground 
upon which to locate buildings for their accommodation on 
the range. The Range Committee presented a report pro- 
posing regulations, which were adopted, governing the 
erection of buildings at Creedmoor by National Guard 
organizations, and clubs affiliating with the association. 
These regulations provide that the Range Committee shall 
approve the designs for such buildings, and determine their 
location. They shall also approve any plan for embellishing 
the grounds, no persons being allowed, and no private 
entrance to the grounds permitted, provisions for sinks to 
be made by the occupants of plots, all other care of the 
grounds and buildings to be assumed by the association, 
the pro rata cost to be charged monthly to the several 
organizations, no other tax and no rental to be charged 

against them. No wines or spirits are to be allowed iu 
the buildings or on the grounds; no sale of refreshments 
and no use of the premises for any other purpose than the 
accommodation of the organization and its legitimate pur- 
pose as connected with rifle practice upon the range. A 
resolution was passed authorizing the President and Secre- 
tary to execute proper leases to the organizations applying 
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for plots, such applications to be made in writing, and the 
assignment of location to be made by the Range Committee 
according to applicants, so far as possible, the choice of 
plots in the order of their application. Generals Woodward 
and Molineux, Colonel Wingate and Lieutenant Story were 
appointed by the President a committee to secure an appro- 
priation from the City of Brooklyn, in accordance with the 
law authorizing such an appropriation. The Secretary was 
authorized to sell copies of the annual report at twenty-five 
cents each. They cost thirty-five cents each. The Prize 
Committee were instructed to procure designs for appro- 
priate badges for the officers of the association and each of 
its employees, and for the membors and life members. In 
accordance with the requirements of the bill just passed by 
the Legislature, and which we printed last week, the follow- 
ing were declared, by a resolution offered by General Shaler, 

to be ex-officio members of the board, viz. : Major-Generals 
Joseph B. Carr, Third division, and James W. Husted, Fifth 
division, and Brigadier Generals W. H. Morris and Kilburn 

Knox, the Commissary General and the Chief of Ordnance 

of the State of New York. The committee appointed for 
the purpose submitted a programme for the opening in 
June, which was adopted, and which we publish alone. The 

following gentlemen were elected life members: J. P. M. 

Richards and James Lyman Price, proposed by Major George 

Moore Smith ; Alfred Poppenhusen, Adolph Poppenhusen, 

by H. C. Poppenhusen; William P. Douglas, by General 

Ward. 

THIRTEENTH InFANTRY.—At last there is some prospect 
of the armory for this command being again started, and 
this time successfully. The contract for the mason work 
was given some days since, $45,000 being the estimate. The 
building will be two stories in height, and will have a man- 
sard roof. The plot of ground on which the armory is to 
be erected, extends 200 feet on Hanson Place and 186 feet on 
Flatbush Avenue, having an entrance on both streets. The 
ground floor will be devoted entirelv to the main drill room, 
and in area, will contain 460 square feet more than the drill 
room of the Twenty-third armory. It will be forty feet in 
height, and provided with a gallery on three sides. On 
the second floor the company, board of officers, and other 
rooms will be provided, among them a reading room, recep- 
tion room, ete. The ceiling of the first floor will be open in 
the centre, allowing those on the second floor a view of the 
room below. The additional $15,000 appropriated, which 
the regiment received last week, makes the total amount of 
the appropriation for this armory $165,000. The ground 
cost $65,000 ; the mason work as before stated, will cost $45,- 
000, leaving a balance of $55,000 to complete the building. 
There is also a slight ch of sq ing an additional 
$5,000 from the county, through the Board of Supervisors. 
For $180,000 the Thirteenth will secure one of the finest 
armories in the State. It is a regiment that well deserves 
its good fortune. 

TWENTY-THIRD InFantRY.—The main topic in this com- 
mand is the proposed visit of the regiment to Boston next 
month. The committee having the matter in charge is 
using every effort to arrange details, and as the decision 
regarding the excursion largely depends on the number of 
men guaranteed, some little canvassing has been necessary. 
As a whole, the excursion is favored in the regiment, and 
those who were in opposition at first have been now pretty 
well brought over. A large number of the friends of the 
regiment consider that this Boston trip will profit- 
ably exhibit to their Eastern friends one of New York’s 
best regiments. The Twenty-third, they seem to think, has 
too long kept its light under a bushel, and may now well 
bring it out to be seen of Bostonmen. Under these circum- 
stances, why should we further oppose the excursion? Bos- 
ton will give the Twenty-third a warm welcome ; the “‘ boys” 
will have some long marches up and down Bunker-Hill- 
town, see the sights, enjoy the wakeful hours, and come 
home—tired. 

The continuation of the eighth social concert of the regi- 
mental band of this regiment took place on Saturday even- 
ing last. It will be remembered that the great storm of the 
Saturday evening previous injuriously affected the concert, 
not more than 200 persons being in attendance; it was 
therefore deemed advisable that it should be repeated. The 
attendance was large on this last occasion, and the music of 
Conterno’s, as usual, excellent. The dancing at the close 
kept the floor filled until the last, the music being irresis- 
tible. On Saturday evening, May 9, Mr. Conterno will be 
given a testimonial at the regimental armory, which being 
the last concert will doubtless attract large numbers. These 
concerts have been a social and financial success, and have 
been attended by the best portion of Brooklyn’s society. 
Everything has been managed with the greatest skill—the 
music perfectly charming, the women pretty, the gentlemen 
gallant, money plenty, and—well what more could be de- 
sired ? 

Turp Brieapg, First Drviston.—On Sunday last this 
brigade lost one of its former and most honored command- 
ers, in the death of ex-Brigadier-General Wm. Hall, who 
died at the ripe age of 78 years. The deceased was commis- 
sioned brigadier-general November 8, 1844, and retained 
command of the Third brigade until 1866, when he retired 
to make way for younger officers. During his long service 
he by his uniform kindness and courtesy to all with whom 
he came in contact won the respect and love of every mem- 
ber of his command, and at the time of tendering his resig- 
nation was petitioned by the officers generally to remain in 
command of the brigade. 

Under the efficient management of this old-time militia 
soldier the Third brigade took a leading position among the 








troops of the State, being composed then, ag it is still, of 
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some of the best organizations of the First division and of 
the State. General Hall commanded the Third brigade, 
under the veteran division commander, Gen. Sanford, when 
the troops on occasions of parades were wont to form in line 
in the morning along Broadway and commence the march 
towards evening. Those were the “good old times” of the 
peaceful State militia which the lessons taught by the long 
and fearful struggle of our civil war have since rendered as 
much a thing of the pastas the Continentals of near a 
century ago. We well recollect the good and kindly face of 
the veteran brigade commander on parade, and can readily 
understand why he won such general esteem. He was 8 
soldier in appearance and instinct, as also were those of his 
family that preceded and came after him. Brigadier-Gen- 
eral J. M. Varian, the immediate successor of General Hall, 
now commanding the Third brigade, in General Orders 
says : 

It is with sincere regreat that the general commanding Third 
brigade announces the death of Brigadier-General William Hall, 
who died at his residence in this city, on Sunday, 3d inst. Gen- 
eral Hali was connected with the National Guard many years, 
joining as a private, and filling the intermediate grades until he 
reached the position of brigadier-general of Third brigade, which 
he held until within a few years of his death. It is a pleasure, 
melancholy —— it be, to add my testimony to his worth, both 
as a soldier and citizen, and to assure those of his friends mest 
intimately connected that his virtues will ever be cherished by 
those who came in contact with him in the discharge of his du- 
ties or in accepting his hospitalities. 


No military demonstration was undertaken on the occa- 
sion of the funeral of the deceased on Wednesday last, the 
members of the brigade in large numbers attending the 
services in citizens’ dress at the Church of Heavenly Rest, 
Fifth avenue, at 10 a. m. 


Seventa Inrantry.—The famous Company B, gave its 
annual reception and dinner on Wednesday, the 6th, at 
Delmonico’s. It was its sixty-eighth anniversary. The 
great banqueting hall in which the tables were spread, was 
tastefully decorated with the National colors and shields. 
The guests, to the number of seventy, occupied four tables 
in the centre. A dais profusely ornamented with flowers, 
was occupied by Captain Van Orden, the presiding officer, 
and Generals Shaler and Duryea, and ex-Captain Williams. 
A fine orchestra stationed at the end of the room played at 
intervals during the evening. As the dinner progressed, 
wine and wit flowed freely, and after the repast had been 
protracted for two hours or more, the chairman rose and 
proposed the first regular toast, ‘‘ The Seventh and its second 
company,” which was responded to by Lieutenant Quillard in 
a graceful speech, in which he referred to some of the well 
deserved tributes which have been paid to the regiment and 
Company B. The seven regular toasts which followed were 
responded to by General Shaler, Captain Van Orden, Gene- 
ral Duryea, Mr. Bird, Captain Williams, Major George 
Moore Smith, and the representative of the Army anp Navy 
JOURNAL. Volunteer toasts being now in order, 
were rapidly proposed and answered, and speeches 
were called for from some of the veteran members. 
Among the rest Mr. George Bernard, who had come all 
the way from Philadelphia, was prevailed upon to offer one 
of the quaint, inimitable speeches for which he is famous: 
Mr. Bird made two or three short addresses sparkling with 
wit and happy thoughts, and, by request, repeated a scene 
from ‘‘ The Rivals,” which was received with rapturous ap- 
plause. A short and very neat speech was made by Cor- 
poral Wilson and another by Corporal Baldwin. Mr. Brum- 
ley, ‘‘ the Watchdog,” was induced to offer a great many 
short and spirituous address. General Duryea in a few elo- 
quent words paid a handsome tribute to the memory of the 
late General Hall, formerly of the Second company. Soon 
after all hands were joined in a large circle, and with ac- 
companiment by the band, ‘‘ Auld Lang Syne” was sung and 
brought the exercises to an appropriate close at midnight.

Forty-sEVENTH InFANTRY.—Company B, Captain Doughty, 
on Monday evening, celebrated its thirteenth anniversary 
by a dinner given at the Wall House, Brooklyn, E.D. About 
sixty active and veteran members met, and the re-union was 
one of the pleasantest the company has held for years. 
Company B long claimed a leading position among the com- 
panies, of not only the regiment, but the Second division, 
but during the past year, the time of so many of the mem- 
bers has expired, that the company ‘has not been able to 
maintain its former record for numbers. The standard of 
the company, however, is by no means impaired, and hav- 
ing gone through the worst, it is now beginning to rapidly 
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regain its strength. We should judge from the feeling 
represented at this re-union, that the day is not far distant 
when the old company will again give large detail, instead 
of receiving one as has been the case frequently during the 
past winter. The position of this company in the Second 
division alone gives it the lead, holding as it will hereafter 
under the new tactics, the right of the division. In fact, 
it is the right of the regiment, right of the brigade, right 
of the division, and finally all right. The dinner was 
excellent, and conducted by the company on temperance 
principles, nothing stronger than coffee being provided. 
It was near 10 o’clock before the assemblage sat down, and 
at a little past midnight the feast of reason and flow of soul 
was over. Captain Doughty presided, and during the 
evening gave some interesting reminiscences of the by-gone 
days of the company. Remarks were also made by General 
Meserole, Captain Austen, Lieutenant-Colonel Rogers, ex- 
Captains Barnes and Dunbar, Adjutant Treat, Mr. Stearns, 
Mr. Tragaskis, of the Brooklyn, E. D. “Times,” Mr. 
Morrow, of the Brooklyn **Union,” and others. Sergeant 
Wiederhold, previous to the dinner, furnished some ex- 
cellent music in the parlor of the hotel. The temperance 
lecture of Lieutenant-Colonel Rogers was very effective, 
and he was several times interrupted by applause. The 
eloquence of Colonel Austen was listened to with marked 
attention, while the good advice of the Forty-seventh’s old 
commander, General Meserole, carried with it a weight 
which ought to be lasting in its effect. Letters of regret 
were received and read from General Dix, General Wood- 
ward, and from old comrades. The dinner was exceedingly 
well managed, the viands excellent, and the whole affair a 
credit to the members, and a good omen of the future 
success of the company. 


SEVENTY-FIrsT InrFanTRy.—The Board of Supervisors have 
truly used the “‘ American Guard” most outrageously, and 
the regiment is now nominally without quarters. The regi- 
ment has positively refused to remove to the Ninth avenue 
sky-parlor, and in this apparent insubordinate conduct 
towards the Supervisors, has been backed by the best mil- 
itary authority of the city and State. As the lease of the 
present armory expired May 1, and at the time of writing 
nothing had been done in the matter towards its release, it 
is now a question as to what will become of the armory fixtures 
etc., which cost the county over $20,000. The Seventy-first, 
however, has made no movement in the matter of vacating, 
but has made a formal application to the Board of Supervi- 
sors, in accordance with the law, for assignment to company 
quarters, which application has duly received the signatures 
of the Adjutant-General and Inspector-General of the State. 
The regiment is, therefore, like our friend Micawber, 
‘‘waiting for something toturn up.” This is no less than 
the third attempt made by certain members of the Board of 
Supefvisors to get some organization to occupy the unsafe 
and unsuitable quarters in the Ninth avenue building. It 
may be reform for the city and county, but it is very de- 
moralizing to the National Guard. The building, however, 
is still vacant, and has never yet been used for armory pur- 
poses, and the Seventy-first doesn’t propose to nmke valid 
the lease by moving in that direction. 


Tue Revised Tactics.—The subjoined order from general 
héadquarters, sets at rest any further differences of opinion 
regarding the adoption of the revised Tactics by the Na- 
tional Guard troops of this State. Since the issue of the 
new Tactics not a few commandants, particularly in this 
vicinity, without waiting orders have launched off into por- 
tions of the new system, executing some movements in ac- 
cordance therewith, but, in no instance, entirely forsaking 
the old tactics. The result has been a very unsatisfactory 


mixture. This order, although very tardy, gives the proper 
authority, and now we expect officers to take right hold and 
make the “assimilated” a pocket companion in all their 
travels. It would be well for officers while sojourning in 
“green fields and pastures new” this coming summer to 
make the Tactics a portion of their reading matter, so that 
by the fall they may be able to manage all the knotty points, 
and to properly instruct their commands. The following 
is the order :

ConnEcTicuT.—The National Guard of this State on Wednes- 
day paraded in New Haven on the occasion of the inauguration 
of Governor Ingersoll. This was the last inauguration ceremo- 
ny in New Haven, that city having ceased by act of Legislature 
to be further considered the semi-capital of the State. Special 
efforts, therefore, were made for a display befitting the occasion, 
the entire National Guard, comprising one brigade, parading, and 
making a very handsome exhibition. The Second Infantry,so well 
known for its general efficiency and the zeai of its members took 
a leading position in the parade, Colonel Smith, its commander, 
having used special and unusual efforts to secure for this parade 
the attention of his men in regard to every detail, as the follow 
ing extract from a remarkable circular order issued by that officer 
to his command will show. The Colonel says : 


Close attention to details, and a strict observance of all orders 
or rules Pope ony | to the same, by the members of this com- 
mand, will go far toward winning for it an honorable and com- 
mendatory criticism from the hosts of military critics attracted 
to the city on that day by the promised spent military display. 
They will watch our movements very closely, and their criticism, 
if just, should be held by us as valuable as the tumultuous ap- 

lause of the multitude which we have so often received. Let it 
Be a er. duty to see that the uniforms are neat and clean, 
with no buttons missing. When on parade have every button 
buttoned, and no handkerchiefs or bouquets showing. Don't 
carry bulky articles in the pants or skirt pockets, which will 
bulge them out unreasonably. Carry your rations in your knap- 
sacks instead. Be very particular about your knapsacks. Wear 
them firmly and squarely upon the shoulders, at a height to allow 
the blanket roll to be opposite to or to fitin the hollow of the 
neck. If this is done by every man it produces a fine effect upon 
the beholder, especially if the companies’ al ents in march- 
ing are as perfect as ours are saidto be. Another essential point 
is the wearing of the cross-belts. Have them fitted so that they 
will cross over the third button on the breast of the coat, show- 
ing only the two upper buttons. Tbey should be fitted so that 
the cartridge box and bayonet scabbard may hang three inches 
below the waist-belt, in rear of the body, so as to allow the free 
use of the arms. I need not add that all of the belts should be 
thoroughly whitened, and the yey and the cantles on the epau- 
lettes handsomely polished. ear the hat squarely on the head, 
with the pompon inclining to the front, in a line with the front 
of the hat. Every officer and man should own a fatigue cap, 
and wear it when on duty. It looks very badly, and poverty- 
stricken, to see a soldier off duty, and without equipments, 
wearing a dress hat. When not worn it should be suspended 
from the left hip button of the coat. Let the officers and men be 
ever on the i vive to receive and promptly obey orders of the 
colonel, and to watch particularly for changes in the manual 
when the regiment is marc’ in column of companies 0 
platoons, which changes should be executed successively and 
promptly from right to left. The men should be repeatedly in- 
structed to execute the change of arms only upon the order of 
their own captain or lieutenant. 

In battalion movements in forming column of platoons, the 
captain will command the leading platoon, and the first lieuten- 
ant the rear platoon. When marching in column of platoons, 
and the colonel wishes to form companies, he will order: 1. 
Form companies ; 2. Left oblique ; 3. Double time, etc., at which 
the first platoon will march straight forward, and the second 
platoon in double time will oblique to the left and move to the 
front, taking quick time when about to arrive in line. The first 
lieutenant in aking command of the second platoon, will pass 
around the left of his platoon in double time or on the run, giving 
his orders the moment he arrives at his position in front. When 
the platoons have united, the captain will resume command of 
the company, avd the first lieutenant will return to his proper 
position, passing around the left flank of the company. Guides 
should be instructed that when the battalion is marching in 
column of companies or platoons, they must carefully preserve 
with exactness the trace, step and distance. Losing or gaining 
distance is a very bad oat Se good guide will allow his compa- 
ny or platoon to do either. en the battalion is passing in 
review, I would particularly caution the men in the ra to not 
cast their eyes towards the reviewing officer, but march with their 
eyes and shoulders square to the front. On approaching the re- 
viewing officer, and when within six yards of him, officers will 
turn their heads and look towards him and then salute, keepin 
their eyes upon him until they have passed six yards beyon 
him, when they will return to the carry. The non-commissioned 
staff will salute on review when arms are presented, also in the 
passage. When the men are at a carry during the inspection at 
reviews, and at parade rest on dress parade, they will remain per- 
fectly unmovable, if possible. Nothing mars the beauty of the 
ceremony and the reputation of the regiment as the unsteadiness 
and non-attention of the men. A head turned, or a hand witha 
white glove upon it, shifting» hat, or — a@ face, is a con- 
spicuous object to spectators, and spoils the otherwise beautiful 
effect in our case, of six hundred men standing as steadily as one 
man. That paragraph in the new Tactics (174), relating to the 
companies in the left wing being sized in a new manner, will not 
be Gheorved for this parade, but they will be sized according to 
the old method, viz. : the tallest men on the right. 

The Military display was one of the finest and largest ever 
seen in the State. The weather was propitious, and drew out the 
full strength of the National Guard, and also visitors from all 
parts of the State to the city, about 30,000 persons, it was esti- 
mated, having been transported by the different railroads. From 
early morning till midnight the streets were filled with marching 
soldiery, coming and returning from different parts of the 
State, and military receptions and courtesies followed each 
other throughout the day. Unusual preparations were made by 
the officials and citizens of New Haven to make these last inau- 
gural ceremonies the most imposing ever held in the State, and 
they certainly succeeded in their effort. The display was in 
every way ereditable to the State and the troops that took part 


init. During the past few years changes have been made in the 
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organization ‘of the National Guard of Connecticut which have 
placed it in the first ranks of the militia of the country; and to- 
day the troops of this State are undoubtedly the best waiformed 
and equipped National Guard in the country. Instead of 
organizing numerous divisions and brigades, whose strength ex. 
ists only on paper, they passed the law providing for one actual 
brigade of four regiments of infantry and detachments of artil- 
lery and cavalry. These are judiciously scattered araong the 
cities and towns of the State, the main portion being located in 
Hartford, New Haven, New London, and Bridgeport, these cities 
being the headquarters of the infantry organizations. The State 
makes liberal provision for the general support of {ts militia, 
allowing each enlisted man $2 per diem, and $1.30 additional for 
rations for all parades, such as that we are describing, or when 
ordered out by the State. Tho sum of $25 is allowed for uni- 
forms, and every inducement offered to keep the ranks filled and 
advance generally the [interests of the troops. The First and 
Second regiments of infantry are thoroughly equipped for ser- 
vice, and, we understand, orders have been given to place the 
Third and Fourth in a similar position. Our time and space do 
net admit of the details we would wish to give regarding the 
parade. We shall therefore only offer a brief outline of the ap- 
Peearance of the troops at their review before Governor Inger- 
sell,on the Green. The organizations began to assemble early, 
and at shortly after ten o’clock every infantry commander had 
reported to Brigadier-General Craufurd, commanding the State 
force. Before noon nearly all the troops were in brigade line, 
the Second Infantry being for once the last to take position. 
For this delay there is some little excuse, some of its companies 
having offered to receive visiting organizations, and so delaying 
to some extent the formation of the-regimental line. The 
brigade was ordered to be ready to receive the Governor at noon, 
bat, in consequence of unavoidable delays, it was nearly one 
o’clock before everything was ready. This was, under the cir- 
camstances, unusual promptness,;when it is understood that the 
various component parts of the brigade are, in the majority of 
instances, forced to travel many miles by rail to reach the 
brigade rendezvous. The brigade, independent companies, Fire 
Department, and others in line, extended almost entirely 
around the spacious Green, the centre and‘surroundings being 
filled with dense lines of spectators, the police and numerous 
mounted marshals finding it difficult at times to keep the crowd 
im place. The order was preserved better than it usually is on 
such occasions, showing clearly that the people of Connecticut 
are gradually becoming as well disciplined as the State National 
Guard. 

At shortly after 1 o’clock Governor Ingersoll, attended by his 
staff, was escorted into position by the gorgeously uniformed 
aud time-honored companies of the Horse and Foot Guards, the 
hindsome uniforms and fine appearance of these companies 
attracting general attention. The Governor rode in a carriage 
drawn by four handsome horses, and as he passed along the line 
of spectators was greeted with cheers, the booming of cannon, 
and playing of bands. The troops were then prepared for review ; 
but thie review, as far as the Governor was concerned, was very 
much like the play of Hamlet with the principal character left 
out, it being a military impossibility for the Commander-in-Chief 
to formally inspect the line mounted in a carriage. His staff 
therefore formed the reviewing perty, and received all the honors 
intended for the reviewing officer, who quietly remained seated 
in his carriage, faithfully guarded by the paymaster of his staff. 
The brigade commander paraded without orderlies, nor were 
there any brigade colors visible on the grounds. As the review 
ing party, including the brigade commander and staff, spproached 
the right of the line the band of the Third Infantry, which occu. 
pied this position, remained silent, and no music was played 
until the party reached the right of the Second Infantry. The 
drum-majors of all the organizations, with the single exception of 
the Second, were very backward in giving the signal to play, and 
on the return by the rear band playing, as far as we could ob- 
serve, was almost entirely omitted. Battalion commanders alzo

Tw 13th of April being the 25th anniversary of 
the storming of Duppel by the Saxon troops, on 
which occasion the present King of Saxony, then 
commander of a battery, first distinguished himself 
on the field of battle as an earnest of more brilliant 
laurels to be gathered on the battle-fields of France, 
the day was kept as a military fete-day in the king- 
dom of Saxony. 

Hun@arian journals state that the autumn maneu- 
vres of the Hungarian Cavalry will take place this 
year near Totis or Tota, about eleven English mites 
south-east of Comorn.

Tas London Army and Navy Gazette speaks of 
experiments made some months ago by the War De- 
partment chemist, with a view of ascertaining the 
effects which would be produced by the action of 
detonating a small mass of gun cotton in common 
shells filled with water, A brass cylinder, three 
inches long, and filled with gun cotton, was screwed 
into the fuze hole of a 16-pounder common shell, 
tapped with the ordinary general service guage, and 
containing water. The bottom end of the cylinder 
was aon entirely, but at the top end a perforated 
disc was screwed in, to the lower surface of which 
a amaller cylinder, filled with fulminate of mercury, 
to detonate the gun cotton “ burster,” was attached. 
This small cylinder was closed at the top with a 
brass disc having four small holes in it. Over the 
head of the large cylinder, and resting upon it, came 
an ordinary ‘“ Royal Laboratory Percussion Fuse,” 
fitting, of course, into the same guage of fuse hole. 
The action was. as follows: The explosion of the 
fuse flashed ee the perforated disc at the to 
of the large cylinder, or burster, igniting the ful- 
minate of mercury beneath, this in its turn detonat- 
ing the contained gun cotton with terrific violence. 
As the water in the shell had no means of escape, 
and was, of course; incomprehensible, the entire shell 
was shattered by the blow given to the water into 
an immense number of fragments, A proposal is 
now made, we understand, to fill the shells with 
bullets of various sizes, but to employ the same 
means for exploding them, viz., by a small burster 
of gun cotton, and a series of experiments will be 
instituted in the Laboratory Department of the 
Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, in order to ascertain the 
feasibility of this arrangement. 


Reag-ADMIRAL SHERARD Oszory, of the English 
Navy, in a pamphlet just published, directs attention 
to the important question of how, in the event of 
war, the English fleets are to be manned, the time 
having come when “the statesman and naval officer 
should take counsel together, and see wheter we are 
really prepared, on the sudden outbreak of war, to 
send to sea such a force of sufficiently manned war- 
ships as will not only cope with the existing navy of 
any first-class naval power, or any two of them, but 
at the same time protect our vast Colonial Empire 
and commerce, deprived of which Great Britain 
would sink to a second-rate condition,” He contends 
that the strength of the navy is now reduced to the 
lowest point common prudence would dictate; and 
it is not probable there will, during peace, be any 
rceptible increase on the 46,000 officers, men, and 
boys, and the 14,000 marines, provided for in the 
estimates just issued. It has been generally admitted 
that, in the event of England going to war witha 
first-class. Power, an additional force of 30,000 men 
would be immediately required for the fleet, and that 
there should be reliable machinery to fall back upon 
for procuring a further supply of 40.000 men. The 
means the Admiral suggests for obtaining this force 
are embodied in a draft bill for raising a Royal Naval 
Militia, the chief points of which are, that the popu- 
lation, within a line drawn at a distance to be deter- 
mined upor from the sea-coast of the British Isles, 
and up tv the extreme tidal point of the mouths of 
the rivers on either bank, shall be exempt from the 
Military Militia Bill, but be subjected instead by 
ballot to service afloat. for the naval defence of the 
country generally—not home defence only—if within 
an allotted. time sufficient volunteérs are not forth- 
coming to man a war fleet; that the existing Royal 
Naval Reserve shall be a part and parcel of the first 
levy for war purposes, and that-so long as it can con- 
stantly be recruited to its war numbers by volunteers,

exact. velocity of rotation by the amount of de 
flection produced in a spring by the centrifugal force 
generated in a revolving weight have naturally re 
sulted in an excessive oscillation of the. pointer, 
rendering the, machine almost useless. Before we 
can obtain a valuable indication by these means it is 
necessary that the weights in which the centrifugal 
force is generated should revolve with an uniform 
velocity equal to the mean speed of the engines. In 
the strophometer fly-wheels driven by friction are 
used, the action of which is to eliminate the smaller 
and more frequent variations of speed, which are 
only momentary, and obtain an almost constant 
velocity of rotation. One of these strophometers 
has been at work in H. M. 8. Agincourt for about 
nine months, enabling the engineer to tell at a glance, 
and within a quarter of a revolution, the speed of 
the engines. hen the ship in a rough sea is pitch- 
ing a — deal, and the engines experiencing very 
great fluctuations of speed, the pointer may be seen 
to move slowly about the mean position each way 
within the limits of half a revolution-—a steadiness 
sufficiently exact. The want of a macbine of this 
kind, says Mr. Hearson, was most urgently felt in 
ships of war when steaming in company with others. 
To keep accurate station one with another a most 
careful and frequent adjustment of the speed of the 
engines is necessary ; performed by opening or closing 
the admission valve a trial amount, and ascertaining 
the error, if any, by counting with a watcb, and 
then correcting it. This, when often repeated, is a 
tedious process, and doubly so in ships with twin 
screw engines. When performing steam evolutions 
the frequent alterations of speed required renders 
this instrument extremely valtable. It shows the 
change of speed with the change of steam pressure, 
the throttle valve being unaltered; and the change 
of speed due to the change in the force of the wind 
or the set of the sail, the steam pressure being con- 
stant. The effect on the speed of more or less in- 
jection water is also shown by it. It enables one to 
note the speed at the instant of taking an indicator 
diagram, and so the correct indicated horse power 
can be determined. It may be fitted on deck as well 
asin the engine room, that the officer on watch, as 
well as the engineer in charge, may know the speed 
of the engines. 


TuosE who followed the great battles round Metz, 
says the Army and Navy Gatette, may like to know 
what the Germans are doing to make good their con 
quest. Most of the old French forts have been left 
intact, with the exception of St. Privat, which has 
been levelled and replaced by a new work a thousand 
yards in advance of the old one, Saint Quentin has 
been surrounded by a new fort, and on the western 
slope of the hill a large new fort has been erected so 
as to command the mountain slopes and the valley of 
the Moselle above Metz. For the moment the Ger- 
mans have given up the idea of arming St. Blaise, 
near Jouy, which is about 1,400 yards from the forti- 
fications of the town. The intention is to unite the 
two forts of Belle Croix and Moselle with the fortifi- 
cations of Metz, and all the forts will be connected 
together and with the town by means of a railway. 
At Strasburg all the forts on the left bank of the 
Rhine will be completely finished by the end of the 
summer, but those on the right bank have only just 
been commenced, The circular railway has, how- 
ever, been finished and has been used for the trans- 

rt of stones coming from the dismantled forts of 
Rchlestadt and Phalsbourg. The town of Strasburg 
will only be enlarged when all the forts have been 
completed. These forts are situated at about four or 
five miles from the walls, with an interval of some 
8,500 yards between them. They are to be lighted 
by gas, to be furnished with electric lights, special 
armament, magazines, etc., and pigeons. In time of 
peace these forts will not be garrisoned, as life would 
be too monotonous in them. At Metz, about 4,000 
men ‘are now employed, and at Strasburg, 11,000. 
Bitche, Neuf Brisach, and Thionville will in all. pro- 
bability before long be rendered more formidable 
than they are at present, 

A NOVEL apparatus, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette, is now in course of construction under the 
superintendence of Colonel Field, Superintendent of 
the Royal Carriage Department, Royal Arsenal, Wool- 
wich, which has been designed at the request of the 
authorities at the Admiralty, with a view of obviat- 
ing the necessity of actually firing the heavy 12-inch 
guns in the turrets of the monitor Gatton, at present 
attached to the Hzcellent for gunnery purposes, dur- 
ing the process of gun practice and instructing or 
exercising men. In order to effect this purpose an 
ordinary 9-pounder rifled muzzle-loading field gun 
will be mounted in a specially-constructed carriage 
fixed upon the summit of the turret, and will, by 
means of a crank-lever working through a slot in the 
roof of the turret, and attached to the trunnions and’ 
breeches of both of the guns, share every movement 
of the heavy gun in the turret beneath. The guns 
are secured her in a normal position, precisely

be made to counteract its effects. 

Speakine. of the Royal Naval Reserve in the 
House of Commons, Mr. Brassey referred to the im- 
portance of establishing a close connection between 
the Royal Navy and the Mercantile. Marine. ‘The 
number of sea-going men employed in the ships en- 
tering and leaving the ports of the United Kingdom 
was not less than 407,800, and this was independent 
of our ships trading in the colonies and in foreign 
countries. If we had a maritime conscription, which 
applied to all those classes which were included in 
the conscription in France, we could muster a force 
of not less than 700,000 available for service in the 
fleet. The maritime conscription in France amounted 
to only 172,000 persons; North Germany had a large 
round Reserve, but in Russia the Reserve was in- 
significant ; and in the United States they had no 
Reserve whatever. It would therefore appear, on 
comparing our position with that ofgother nations, 
that we required nothing but a good organization to 
establish effectually the security of this country from 
naval attack. Since the abolition of the Navigation 
Laws there had beena great improvement in the 
condition of the seamen of the Mercantile Marine, 
and asthe rate of wages was higher on steamers 
than in sailing vessels all the highly qualified men 
sought employment in the steamers. Tv induce this 
class of seamen to enter the Naval Reserve, he would 
offer them what was called “continued services,” and 
he would increase the pay of the men in the Naval 
Reserve. He would al:o improve the system in the 
training ships—which were eleven in number—and 
only one, the Warspite, answered the purpose recom- 
mended by the Royal Commission. He suggested 
that two of these training shipsshould be taken over 
by the Government, and that the boys should pass 
an examination in seamanship, that they should 
agree to serve one year in the Royal Navy, after 
which they should pass into the Naval Reserve, and 
continue there until they were fifty years of age, and 
be entitled to apension. He believed that by acting 
on his suggestions they would increase the: nunmtVers 
and efficiency of the Naval Reserve.”
